Certainly, it is a fact that by 
reason of individual opportunity, by 
reason of the nation's moral and edu­ 
cational advance, every young 
man 
of character and attainm ent has

world’s 
economy than ever before in tile His­ 
tory of the nation. 
Occupying, as we 
have thought, the very forefront in 
the world’s campaign for

“Quail are mated more freely this 
year than in

Game Warden W. K. Robinson of Tra­ 
buco yesterday. “I have been through 
a good many of the canyons in the last 
month, and everywhere I found the 
quail paired off. 
I don’t remember of 
seeing any of them in coveys. 
“That is an excellent sign for a 
good big crop of birds. 
In the last 
few years you could go along the roadfe 
at this time of year and find a whole 
lot of birds in covey. 
They knew by 
instinct that the season was not right 
for raising flocks." 
It is a well known fact that quail 
thrive in a spring and summer fol­ 
lowing a wet winter. 
In 
dry 
years 
water holes are scarce. 
Hunters who 
are at all fam iliar with their hunting 
country know within a 
few 
dozen 
yards where quail may be expected. 
In conditions like that the quail has 
little chance of getting through the 
first day of the season undisturbed. 
The indications this year are that the 
water courses will be better filled than 
usual, and with water scattered more 
widely than usual, the birds will be 
less likely to get theirs. 
Obscure side canyons may be select­ 
ed by mating quail as the place in 
which to rear their young. 
Possibly 
that same canyon has not had water 
in it at this time of year for four or 
five years past. 
Conditions of feed are better now 
than usual. 
When undergrowth has been heavy 
quail and their nests have a better 
chance of escaping destruction from 
its enemies, such as snakes, skunks, 
bobcats, coyotes, blue-jays and ravens.

A DOCTOR WRITES 


ON “ YOUR BOY 


AND HIS MUSCLES” 


In the June American Magazine Dr. 
Charles K. Taylor 
of 
Philadelphia 
writes an interesting and practically 
helpful article entitled “Your Boy and 
His Muscles,” in which he gives sug­ 
gestions as to proper exorcises for 
young boys, i Following is an extract 
from his article: 
“First of all, when a child is in a 
poor condition of which 
the 
basic 
cause is some remediable physical de­ 
fect there is little use in giving spe­ 
cial exercises until the defect is re­ 
moved. 
For instance, breathing exer­ 
cises cannot be nearly as effective as 
they should be for a child suffering 
from large adenoids, nor can you ex­ 
pect good results when a child has 
some physical irritation inducing ner­ 
vous effects of different kinds. 
Above 
all, you should always know the state 
of the child’s heart. 
If the heart Is 
good, and if there are no serious rem­ 
ediable defects to interfere with your 
obtaining good results, then you can 
take up the matter of special exercises 
with some degree of confidence. 
“When you find just where your boy 
is lacking, whether in chest expansion, 
shoulder girth, arms, and so on, 
or 
perhaps in posture, if he is hollow- 
chested with shoulders bent forward, 
then you can take up the exercise sug­ 
gested for the (liiferent needs. 
And 
right here is a word of caution, which 
will be repeated now and then. Never 
carry an exercise beyond 
the 
time 
when fatigue begins. Do not continue 
it to exhaustion; but when the boy be­ 
gins to feel tired, stop at once, if it is 
Only after two or three motions! 
“It interests the boy a great, deal, 
too, to keep account of his physical 
measurements. 
If these are taken 
once a month his hterest is kept up. 
and he is stimulated when he finds 
that he is actually gaining. 
Finally, 
do not carry on a special exercise aft­ 
er it is no longer necessary. What you 
desire is a good, all-around develop­ 
ment, and when this is attained spe­ 
cial work should cease and general ex­ 
ercise be 
carefully 
continued. 
It 
should ho said, too, that such work 
can never be considered as a substi­ 
tute for outdoor play. 
This latter is 
vitally necessary 
for 
all 
children. 
These exercises are to be used as 
adjuncts—to bring up to standard any 
set 
of 
muscles 
which 
are 
under­ 
developed.”
